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A receptacle for containing a liquid cosmetic composition 



comprising: 



a receptacle body 1, 3.A, IB, 1C, ID whose upper portion where 



a liquid cosmetic compostion 2 is internally cotained is opening, 
and a thread portion is formed on its outer wall surface or inner 
wall surface; 

a mouth member" 5, 5A, 5B, 5C in which a cap abutment 9 is 
formed in the upper outer periphery being inserted unrotatably in 
the upper portion of said receptacle body 1, 1A, IB, 1C, ID; 

a packing 12, 12A arranged to seal between the mouth member 
and the receptacle body; 

an ironing member 14, 14A provided inside said mouth member 5, 
5A, 5B, 5C; 

a fixed ring 15, 15A, 15B, 15C, 15D which screw engages with 
the thread portion of the receptacle and secures said mouth portion 
to the receptacle; and 

a cap 19 equipped with an applicator 2 0 which is inserted from 
said mouth member disengageably fitted with the cap abutment 9 of 
said mouth member 5, 5A, 5B, 5C, into said receptacle. 

2. A receptacle for containing a liquid cosmetic composition 
comprising: 

a receptacle body 1, 1A, IB, 1C, ID whose upper portion where 
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a liquid cosmetic composition 2 is internally contained is opening, 
and an anchoring portion 13 is formed in its outer periphery; 

a mouth member 5, 5A, 5B, 5C which is unrotatably inserted 
in the upper portion of the receptacle body, and in which a cap 
abutment 10 is formed in its upper outer periphery; 

a packing 21 arranged to seal between the mouter member 5, 5A, 
5B, 5C and the receptacle body 1, 1A, IB, 1C, ID; 

« 

an ironing member 14, 14A provided in said mouth portion; 

a fixed ring 15, 15A, 15B, 15C, 15D which secures, with the 
anchoring portion 13 of said receptacle body, said mouth member to 
said receptacle body by rotation by predetermined degree; and 

a cap 19 equipped with an applicator 2 0 which is inserted from 
said mouth member disengageably fitted with the cap abutment 9 of 
said mouth member 5, 5A, 5B, 5C, into said receptacle body. 

3, A receptacle for containing a liquid cosmetic composition 
comprising: 

a receptacle body 1, 1A, IB, 1C, ID whose upper portion where 
a liquid cosmetic composition 2 is internally contained is opening, 
and an anchoring piece 6 is formed in its outer periphery; 

a mouth member 5, 5A, 5B, 5C in which a cap abutment 9 is 
formed in the upper outer periphery being inserted unrotatably in 
the upper portion of said receptacle body 1, 1A, IB, 1C, ID, and 
in which a thread portion is formed in a flange portion 18 in a 
location where the outer peripheral portion is positioned in a 
outside section more than said anchoring piece 6 of approximately 
central outer periphery; 

a packing 12, 12A, 12B arranged to seal between the mouth 
member and the receptacle body; 

an ironing member 14, 14A provided within said mouth member 5, 
5A, 5B, 5C; 



a fixed ring 15, 15A, 15B, 15C, 15D which is anchored with 
an anchoring piece 13 of said receptacle body and screw engaged 
with the thread portion 28 of said mouth member so as to secure 
said mouth member to the receptacle body; and 

an applicator 20 which is inserted into said receptacle body 
1, 1A, IB, 1C, ID from said mouth member disengageably fitted 
with the cap abutment 9 of said mouth member.

INDUSTRIAL FIELD OF THE INVENTION

This invention relates to a receptacle for containing a liquid 
cosmetic composition such as eye liner, mascara or manicure.

EMBODIMENTS 

The invention will now be described, by way of embodiments, 
with reference to the accompanying drawings. 
[0008] 

In a first embodiment shown in Fig. 1 to Fig. 8, the reference 
numeral 1 designates a receptacle body made of metal, whose upper 
portion where a liquid cosmetic composition 2 such as mascara is 
contained, is opening. As shown in Fig. 4, a thread portion 3 is 
formed on the upper outer wall surface of said receptacle body 1, 
and anchoring slots 4 are formed on the inner wall surface. 
[0009] 

The reference 9 designates a cylindrical mouth member made of 
resin, that is mounted to cover the opening of said receptacle body 
1. A shown in Fig. 5, said mouth member 5 consists of an anchoring 
piece 6 anchored with said anchoring slots 5 in the outer periphery 
inserted unrotatably in the opening of said receptacle body 1; a 
flange portion 8 having an outside diameter dimension approximately 
same as that of said receptacle body 1 integrally formed with the 
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upper portion of the mouth member 5; a cap fitting cylinder 10 
formed with a cap abutment 9 in the outer periphery integrally 
formed in the upper portion of the flange portion 8; and a packing 
anchoring recessed portion 11 formed in the lower outer periphery 
of said mouth member 5. 
[0010] 

As shown in Fig. 6, the reference 12 shows a packing made of 
rubber , .in which is formed an anchoring portion 13 which is anchored 
to the packing anchoring recessed portion 11 of said mouth member 5. 
Said packing 12 is integrally formed with an ironing member 14 
inserted into said mouth member 5. 
[0011] 

The numeral 15 shows a fixed ring made of synthetic resin or 
metal, that fixes said mouth member 5 to said receptacle body 1, 
being screw fitted with a thread portion 3 of said receptacle body 
1. As illustrated in Fig. 7 , said fixed ring 15 is constituted by 
a threaded cylinder 17 formed with a thread portion 16 which screw 
fits with said thread portion 3, and by a flange portion 18 which 
covers the outer periphery of the flange portion 8 of said mouth 
member 5 integrally formed with the upper portion of the threaded 
cylinder 7. 
[0012] 

The numeral 19 is a cap that disengageably fits with the cap 
abutment 9 of said mouth member 5, and as illustrated in Fig. 8, " 
an applicator 20 is disengageably mounted to the cap 19, said appli- 
cator being contained within said receptacle body 1 from said mouth 
member 5, and a packing 21 is mounted in the section contacting with 
the upper end of said mouth member 5. 
[0013] 

A receptacle 22 of containing the liquid cosmetic composition, 
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which is configured as above, anchors the anchoring portion 13 of 
the packing 12 to a packing anchoring recessed portion 11 of said 
mouth member 5 and inserts the ironing member 14 into the mouth, 
member 5. Thereafter, a mouth member body 7 of the mouth member 
5 attached with the packing 12 is inserted into the opening of" the 
"receptacle body 1 whereby the anchoring slots 4 fit with the anchor- 
ing piece 6 so as to unable it to be rotated. Then, the fixed ring 
15 is screwed with the thread portion 3 of the receptacle body 1 
for fastening whereby the receptacle body 1 and the mouth member 5 
are fixed to complete the assembling. 
[0014] 

The receptacle 22 for containing the liquid cosmetic composition, 
thus assembled, can be used as in conventional manner, and in the 
case of re-use or sorting the components according to the quality, 
it is possible to sort the respective components by rotating- the 
fixed ring 15 to remove them from the receptacle body 1.

Fig. 15 is an explanatory view of the mouth member of the fourth 
embodiment; 

Fig. 16 is a sectional view of a fifth embodiment of the inven- 
tion;

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(54) LIQUID COSMETIC MATERIAL CONTAINER 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a container of a 
liquid cosmetic material which can be easily 
disassembled into parts, to which a packing or a 
squeezing member can be securely attached, and which 
can be reused or disposed of separately by material. 
SOLUTION: A main body 1 of this container for storing a 
liquid cosmetic material has an opening at the top and a 
screw part is formed on the exterior wall surface or the 
interior wall surface. The container consists of the main 
body 1 , an orifice member 5 with a cap engagement part 
9 in the outer circumference at the top which is inserted 
unrotatably into the top of the container main body 1 , a 
packing 12 for sealing the gap between the orifice 
member 5 and the container main body 1, a squeezing 
member 14 attached inside the orifice member 5, a fixing ring 15 to be engaged with the 
screw part 3 of the container main body 1 for fixing the orifice member 5 to the container main 
body 1, and a cap 19 with an applicator 20 to be inserted into the container main body 1 from 
the orifice member 5 detachably engaged with the cap engagement part 9 of the orifice 
member 5. 
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
